45 their daughter Ida, aged 9, and the baby 
of’4 months. 
W hen the fearful av alanche 
of water struck tho house W hite and his 
family bad not risen.

swep t away without a moment’s warning, 
and not a trace of it, not ev en the founda­ 
tion stones, remains.

HINTS W HICH W ILL BE FOUND USE­ 


FUL TO A CLOSE OBSERVER. 


Signs a t Sunrlae and a t Sunset —R ainbo w s 
and Sun-Do gs—Clo uda and Miata—Sig­ 
nificant Skiea—P ro phetic Waya o f th e 
W in d—Uirda and A nim als. 


The man who is o ut o f do o m at sunriso 
can fo rm a pretty accurate o pinio n o f w hat 
the day m ay bo . 
If just befo re sunrise the 
sky—especially in the west—is suffused with 
m i, rain generally fo llo ws in the co urse o f 
the day . In- w inter o ften sno w. 
If. ho w­ 
ever, It be frosty weather, the do wnfall is 
so metimes delayed. 
Oil the o ther hand, if 
the sky bo a dull g rey,‘and the sun rises 
clear, gradually dispersing the vapo rs, it 
will'be flno . 
If he retires behind the clo uds, 
and there are reddish.streaks abo ut, it will 
rain. 
Sho uld the sun, later in the day, 
shine thro ugh a gray w atery hazo , it will 
pro bably be a rainy n ight 
The sunset is very unreliable. 
Often a 
teautiful sunsat will be fo llo wed by a bad 
day. 
A fter a rainy day, suddenly a t sun­ 
set, in the far west, will appear a magnifi­ 
cent streak o f crimso n (no t co pper-co lo ri— 
this generally fo retells a tine day. 
A tinted 
halo ro und the sun a t setting o ccurs in lo ng- 
co ntinued rainy weather. 
A halo ro und 
the mo o n, especially if so me distance fro m 
it, is a sure indicatio n o f do wnfall a t ham i 
Rainbo ws are unreliable, 
except they 
o ccur in the mo rning, when rain m ay be 
expected. 
Huu-do gs, and 
fragm ents o t 
prism atic co lo rs during the day, sho w co n­ 
tinued 
unsettled 
iveather. 
A daw ling 
metallic luster o n fo liage during a clo udless 
day in summer, precedes a change, 
SIGNIFICANCE OF CLOUDS AND MI^TH. 
Huge piled-up mass' s o f whito clo ud in 
a blue sky during w inter indicate sno w o r 
hail. 
If small, dark clo uds flo at belo w the 
upper o nes, mo ving faster than they, rain 
will fo llo w, as it will if, in the mo rning, 
pale bro wn, srno ke-like clo uds are flo ating 
abo ut. 
Red-tinged clo uds, 
high up, 
a t 
evening, are fo llo wed by wind, o ccasio nally 
by rain. 
Mists a t evening o ver lo w-lying gro und, 
o r near a river, precede line and warm days. 
If u rnist in the m o rning clears o 'f as the 
sun gets higher, it will be fine; but if it 
settles do wn again after lifting a litt.o , rain 
is a t hand, 
No dew in the m o rning is 
mo stly fo llo wo d by rain: and a heavy dew 
in the evening by a fine day. 
Rain fo llo ws 
tw o o r threo co nsecutive ho ar fro sts. 
A 
A sho wer o f hail in the daytim e is usually 
fo llo wed by fro st a t n ig h t 
If, after rain, 
dro ps o f w ater still hang o n the branches 
and twigs, and to windo w frames, tha rain 
will return; but if they fall, and tho wo o d­ 
wo rk dries, fine w eather is a t hand. 
feto nes turn dam p befo re w et; a t the 
same tim e it m ust be o bserved th at the fact 
o f their do ing so do es no t invariably indi­ 
cate rain, fo r they will do so o ccasio nally 
befo re heat. 
Smo ke descending heavily to tho gro und 
Is a sign o f very do ubtful weather. 
Objects at great distances, which are gen­ 
erally indistinctly seen, o r even no t seen a t 
all, so metimes lo o m o ut clear and distinct 
W hen this happens, bad w eather o r change 
o f wind ensues. 
A well-kno wn instance o f 
this is the isle o f W ight, as seen fro m So uth- 
sea. 
If the o ppo site sho re is clearly seen, 
there is rain abo ut 
If, a t night, after be­ 
ing blo wn o ut and expo sed to tho o uter uir, 
the wick o f a candle co ntinues to smo lder a 
lo ng tim e, the next day will be fine. Green- 
co lo red sky beto kens unsettled bad weather, 
o ften lo ng co ntinued. 
PKOPTETIC WAYS OF THE WIND. 
If, o n a fine day, the dust suddenly rises 
in a revo lving, spiral co lumn, rain is near. 
The ho wling o f tho wind indicates, in 
mo st ho uses, but no t invariably, th at do w n­ 
fall is near. 
In so me ho uses, o wing to their 
co nstructio n, the 
wind 
alw ays 
mo ans. 
W herever the wind is a t tho tim e o f tho 
vernal equino x tMarch 21, and thereabo ut» ) 
that will be the prevailing wind thro ugho ut 
the next threo mo nths. 
If tho stars appear unusually numero us, 
and the “milky w ay” very clearly defined, 
with the sum m nding sky dark, o r if there 
be a m isty appearance o ver the stars, rain 
is co m ing; while if there be but few stars, 
and tho -o very blight and sparkling, in a 
j ale steely sky, it will be fine. 
Swine, befo re rain, ur3 unusually no isy 
and restless. 
Swallo ws in line weather will 
fly high, and at the appro ach o f rain do se 
to the gro und; but the latter do es no t apply 
if the day is co ld, in which case they hawk 
very lo w-. 
Co mmo n sparro w s washing vigo ro usly in 
a puddle o n the road, o r a t the edge o f run ­ 
ning w ater, is a sure sign o f rain. 
A baker, 
who kept a parro t in the dry atmo sphere o f 
the bake-offices, no ticed th at a few ho urs 
before rain the bird to o k an im aginary 
bath, fluttering, as if splashing w ater, and 
preening her feathers. 
If domestic fowls keep out feeding in rain, 
it will continue; but if they run under 
shelter directly it comes on, there will prob­ 
a bly be only a shower. 
Before rain or 
thunder, Lies are uuusually troublesome in 


stinging 
Sho uld rao lw, after dry weather, 
co mmence thro wing up their mo unds an I 
wo rking briskly, ram will fo llo w.—C as-ells 
Fam ily Magazine
